And then he administered a 
scathiifg rebuke to the mnn in the United 
StateH who ore attacking and condemning 
the American army In the islands. Un- 
fortunately, he said, there have been cases 
where, under great excitement and provo- 
cation, men have forgotten themselves 
and have 8nacted deeds of cruelty, but* 
these cases ara exceptions, and every 
effort is being made to discover each of 
such and punish the offenders. 
To con- 


demn the entire army for such Individual 
deeds is both absurd cruelly unjust. 


"The men in the uniform of the Untied 


State**" he said "who have for the last 
three years patiently and uncomplainingly 
championed the American cause in the 
Philippine 
Islands are 
your younger 


brothers and your sons. They have shown 
themselves not unworthy of jou, and they 
are entitled to the support of all men who 
are proud of what you did." 


Again, be said, in speaking of these in- 


dividuals guilty of cruel acts, "The guilty 
are to be punished, but in punishing them 
let those who sit at ease at home, who 
walk clelica'aly and live in the soft places 
of thi earth, remember also to do them 
common justice." 


Speaking of the copperheads of the Re- 


bellion who called Grant a "butcher," 
nnd Federal soldiers 
"Lincoln's hire- 


lings," he said, "Verily these men who 
nave thus fully slandered you have their 
heirs to-day in those who traduce our 
(irmiet; in the Philippines, who fix their 
eyes on individual deeds of wrong so 
keenly that at last they become blind to 
tho gr<>at pork of peace and freedom that 
hasalieady been accomplished."

TWO LOST THEIR LIVES. 


TWO YOONQ HEN DROWNED ON FHIDAY BY TUB 


SWAHl'IXO OF A ROW BOAT. 


Charles Cook, aged 20 years, who lived 


on the Byorry road, near Torreadale and 
John Heiser, aged 21, of Torresdale, were 
drowned on Decoration Day in tne Dela- 
ware river while being ferried from Bris- 
tol to the Island Park. 


Charles Waters, a youth of 16 years, who 


lives on Spruce street, was the oarsman 
who was hired by the owner of the boats 
to row passengers across the river. 
At 


about three o'clock in the afternoon, 
while a heavy sen was on, and white cnps 
lashed the river, he started from tho 
town wharf with a row boat loaded with 
thirteen passengers. 
Tho 
overcrowded 


condition ot the boat sunk it so "low that 
the wnter was within a few inches of the 
stern gunwale. 


When the middle of the river was reach- 


ed the WBVCB swept over the stern of tho 
boat and it commenced to fill. As the 
boat was about to sink all of the men loop- 
ed overboard and during the struggles 
that followed two lost their lives. 


Mr. and Mrs. Armand V. Morris, with 


Harry McMullen aboard, were close at 
hand with their launch and succeeded in 
rescuing a number 'of the , victims and 
brought them to the Pennsylvania shore. 
Others were picked up by small boats. 
The occupants of the Morris boat acted 
heroically in rescuing the drowning and 
it is owing to their efforts that more' did 
not meet their deaths. They made a brave 
attempt to save Heiser, who was in 
plain view. They sart him below the sur- 
face of the water as he was going down 
for the third time and put down an oar 
and had it under the drowning man's 
arm, but he was unable to grasp it.

After the accident dragging for the re- 


covery of the bodies commenced. 
Both 


were gotten Saturday morning Cook's 
body was secured by a Burlington man 
and taken there, while Philip Winter, the 
Mill street shoe dealer, got Reiser's body 
and brought it to Bristol. 


Coroner Euneman, of Morrisville, was 


summoned und held a preliminary in- 
quest which was continued on Tuesday 
evening. 


The Coroner's jury consisted of J. Ed- 


ward Wright, William Stetson, Frank T. 
Chambers. Charles Appleton, William M. 
Downing and Samuel S. Scott. The oc-. 
cupants of the boat were examined and it 
waa a matter of astonishment as to how 
little they Irhew or remembered of the 
circumstances. 
Herbert Webster, Fred 


Hibbs and Harry Tomlinson who com- 
posed a party of five with the drowned 
men knew no more about the affair than 
if they had been in a trance during the 
exciting 
period. 
The 
coroner 
was 


prompted 
to 
ask 
them if 
they re- 


membered that there was an accident. 
To every question put came the invariable 
answer "I do not know." Elwood Stack- 
house said the overcrowded condition of 
the brat was not realized when at the 
wharf for the reason that it was aground, 
but as soon as they got out in the river he 
knew they were in a dangerous condition. 
He declared the waves washed over the 
stem of the boat. |He thought seven 
people a good load for the boat. 


Charles Waters, the rower, said he 


worked rowing people between the two 
points for one-half the receipts. No in- 
structions had ever been given him as to 
tho limit of the number of passengers to 
carry. He said there were eight boats In 
the service all managed by boys. He 
said one of 
the passengers interfered 


wi^h his work on the disastrous trip by 
pushing on one of the oars, and be re- 
peatedly told him to quit: The first he 
knew of the ti cable at hand was when he 
found the water around his feet in the 
boat. Ho had made other trips during 
the day with eight passengers but had 
experienced no difficulty. 


THE JURY'S VERDICT. 


After consiaerering the evidence the 


jury rendered a verdict that John Heiser 
came of death ou May 30th, in the Dela- 
wrae rivor, opposite Bristol, 
by the 


swamping of an overloaded 
row-boat. 


The jury also condemned the boats for the 
carrying of passengers, being unsuitable 
for the purpose and also censured the 
owner for employing incompetent persons 
to row them.
